as  well  let  it  alone  ;  for,  if 
upon  a  fair  Reading  it  will 
ftand  the  Teft,  no  Perfon  of 
Candour  and  Ingenuity  will 
Condemn  it  for  want  of  a 
Preface,  and  Per  fins  of  a  Dif- 
ingenuous  Temper,  who  hate 
every  thing  which  does  not 
fuit  with  their  Inclinations, 
will  never  approve  of  it,  tho* 
A  2  if 
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it  Jhould  have  a  Preface  as 
long  as  the  Book  it  felf. 

For  my  part,  I  muH  con- 
fefs,  this  Collection  is  none  of 
mine j  but  a  Gentleman's,  who 
was  very  well  versed  in  the 
Affairs  of  1688,  (that  An- 
nus Mirabilis  which  has  a-> 
Bonifhed  the  whole  World) 
and  has  gathered  the  Reports 
for  fome  Tears  fince,  which 
'may  be  feen  hereafter. 

I  believe  rnoH  People,  I 
mean  Engliili  Born,  who 
know  any  thing  of  the  World, 
have  been  Ear-witneffes  to 
many  of  the  Reports  here  re- 
lated, fo  that  I  need  not  un- 
$ertakf  to  prove  the  Truth  of 
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the  CoUettion.  Who  is  there 
that  has  liv'd  to  the  Age  of 
Twenty  Tears,  who  has  not 
known  the  Report  of  a  Vr lefts 
Baftard  Son,  a  Tyler's  Son, 
&c-  brought  into  the  late 
Queens  Chamber  in  ^Warm- 
ing-Pan, and  impojed  upon  the 
Nation  for  a  Prince  of 
Wales  ?  Who  has  not  heard 
of  the  (fome  fay  intended) 
Irilh  Maffacre,  Confecrated 
Gridirons,Caldrons,Knives, 
Proteftant  Bridles,  &c. 

The  reafon  why  thefe  Re- 
ports were  raifed,  the  Poli- 
ticians heft  knew  at  that  time, 
but  we  by  Experience  have 
found  the  Effe6ts  they  have 
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had  upon  the  Nation,  and  the 
Difmal  Misfortunes  thefe 
Three  Kingdoms  have  la- 
boufd  under,  for  heing  too 
Credulous  to  believe  every 
Flying  Report. 

The  reajon  of  our  Publijh- 
ing  thefe  Papers,  is,  thatYo- 
fterity  may  fee  what  pretty 
Stratagems,  what  Cunning 
Devices,  what  Ways  and 
Means  Dfaffected  Perfons 
can  find  out,  to  blacken  a  Go- 
vernment they  have  a  mind 
to  overthrow.  Had  King 
Charles  the  Firjl  never  been 
Branded  with  the  Name  of 
Papift,  Tyrant,  and  the  like, 
his  Head  had  never  come  to 
the  Block.  / 
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lexpeft  to  be  fever  ely  Cen* 
fured  by  Jome  forts  of  People 
for  expojing  to  open  View  the 
Vitia  and  Modos,  by  which 
fomeftrange  Things  have  been 
brought  about ;  but  I  care  not 
a  Farthing  for  that,  fo  long  as 
they  cannot  deny  that  they  did 
raife  thefe  Reports,  and  for 
that  end.  By  their  Fruits  you 
may  know  them. 

The  Firft  Part  is  only  a 
Specimen  of  what  is  to  fol- 
low, I  covSd  wifh  I  cotfd 
have  begun  at  King  JamesV 
coming  to  the  Crown,  but  our 
Collector  began  not  his  Work 
till  Sept.  24,  1688;  fome 
Stories  which  wanted  a  Date

caufe  they  feem  to  have  been 
before Sept.  and  I  have  pur- 
pofely  Concluded  this  Part 
with  K.  WV.  Coronation, 
Apr.  1 1.  1689,  that  the  Be- 
ginning of  the  next  may  be 
from  a  Remarkable  Period 
of  Time,  I  may  fay  one  of  the 
moH  Remarkable  which  e- 
ver  happened  in  England.  As 
this  is  Received  the  Second 
follows.

DR.  Bujhy,  as  Stories  go,  walking  one 
day  in  St.  James's  Park,  met  with  Fa- 
ther Peters ,  who  Saluted  him  Cap  in  Hand, 
which  occafion'd  the  following  Dialogue.

B.  You  was  of  another  Faith,  Sir,  when 
you.  was  under  my  Tuition,  How  came  you 
to  change  it? 

B  P  Becaufe 


P.  Becaufe  the  Lord  had  need  of  me. 

B.  Why  Sir,  I  have  read  the  Scriptures  as 
often  as  another  MaiV  and  I  never  read  that 
the  Lcrd  had  need  of  any  thing  but  once,  and 
that  was  of  an  Afs. 

The  Hollanders,  J.n.i682^  having  a  great 
Efteenv  for  the  Evglijh  Government  ,  were 
pleafed  to  fend  us  over,  as  a  Token  of  their 
Affection,  the  Picture  of  a  Waggon,  drawn 
by  twelve  Horfes^  which  TeenVd,  notwith- 
ftanding,  to  be  lit  in  a  place  where  the  Dirt 
did  not  exceed  the  Rim  of  the  Wheels.  The 
Waggoner  was  drawn  Whipping  his  Horfes, 
and  the  King  of  England  at  one  of  the  hin- 
der Wheels,  endeavouring  to  Thruft  it  along 
with  his  Shoulder  ;  but  to  no  Purpofe :  The 
Waggon  was  loaded  with  the  Teft  and  Penal 
Iaitfs. 

Much  about  the  fame  time,  fbme  body, 
very  full  of  Invention,  made  another  Pifture 
of  a  Coach  and  Six.  Father  Peters  was  the 
Coach-Man,  and  Will  Penn  the  Quaker,  the 
Poftilion.  The  Coach  was  full  of  Devils, 
and  the  Great  Devil  in  the  Head,  bidding 
the  Coachman  drive  apace  down  with  the  71?/? 
and  Pen* !  Laws.  Behind  the  Coach  was  drawn 
a  Bifhop  of  the  Church  of  England,  fixing 
his  Hands  and  his  Feet  in  one  of  the  hinder 
Wheels,  fo  that  it  could  not  move,  either 
backwards,  or  forwards.  Behind  the  Bifhop 
was  the  King,  whipping  him  with  a  Scourge 
ullthe  Blood  atmt-j  but  for  all  that  the  Bi- 


fbop  would  not  let-go  his  Hold.  An  Emblem 
that  Bifhops,  in  thoie  Days,  could  fiiffer  Per- 
fecution  for  the  fake  of  Religion. 

William  Penn  holding  forth  one  Day,  be- 
fore thofe  Lambs  of  the  Lord  the  Quakers  ^ 
took  an  Occafion  to  tell  them,  how  fe- 
verely  they  had  been  Perfecuted  by  the  Penal 
Laws^  even  to  the  Lofs  of  Gocds^  Coats^  nay 
and  C  hah  alfo :  But  that  now  they  tyere 
happy  in  Liberty  of  Conscience  by  Royal 
Favour,  and  therefore  that  they  could  do  no 
lefs  than,  at  the  Kings  Requeft,  take  oft  the 
Teji  and  Penal  Laws.  Which  he  told  them 
would  not  only  oblige  the  Kivg^  but  redound 
to  their  everlafting  Liberty.  No  fboner  had 
he  done,  but  up-ftarts  another,  who  told 
them,  that  what  TfiU.  Penn  had  faid,  was 
true,  that  they  had  been  Perfecuted  to  the 
Lofs  of  Coats  and  Cloaks^  but  let  me  tell  you, 
fays  he,  Take  away  the  Penal  Laws,  and 
we  fhall  lofe  our  Skins  too. 

A  Gentleman  in  Lent  came  to  the  Swan 
Tavern,  over-againft  Somerfet-Honfe^  in  the 
Strand^  where  he  met  a  Friend  and  a  Popifh 
Prieft  with  him.  The  Prieft  among  other 
Things  began  to  Difcourfe  how  that  the  Ro- 
man Catholich  keep  Lent  very  ftrift,  b}^  Ab- 
ftaining  both  from  Wine  and  Flelh  Says 
the  Gentleman,  Sir,  or  Father,  111  hold  you 
a  Bottle  of  Wine,  that  none  of  you  who 
pretend  to  keep  Lent,  do  it  •,  but  eat  Flelh 
(?nce  or  twice  in  the  Time,  P.  Til  take  you 
B  2  up. 
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up.  Who  fhall  be  Judge  >  Gen.  You  your 
fel£  P.  Go  on.  Gen.  Don't  you  receive  the 
Sacrament  once  or  twice  every  Month  ?  P. 
Yes.  Gen.  Don't  you  believe  that  the  Sa- 
crament is  Tranfubftantiated  into  the  Body 
and  Blood  of  Chrift,  and  that  you  receive 
him  Corporeally  as  well  as  Spiritually  ? 
P.  Yes.  Gen.  Then  you  eat  Flefh,  and  con- 
sequently do  not  keep  Lent. 

About  the  Time  that  the  P.  of  Wales  was 
born,  it'  was  Confidently  reported,  that  a 
certain  Nobleman  did  offer  one  of  the  King's 
Mafter  Work-Men  2000  I  for  his  Son,  but 
his  Wife  would  not  yield  to  it.  The  No- 
bleman  and  the  Mafter  Work-Man  both,  were 
aever  known,  and  fome  People  doubt  very 
much,  whether  'they  ever  had  a  Name  to  be 
known  by. 

*  5Tis  reported  that  a  certain  (Fairy)  Mid- 
wife delivered  a  Prieft's  Whore  of  a  Son,  the 
Saturday  before  the  Queen  was  brought  to 
Bed  under  the  Queen's  Lodgings ,  which, 
they  pretended,  died  as  foon  as  the  Froteftani 
Midwife  was  gone,  to  hinder  her  coming  to 
Inquire  after  it. 

I  That  that  Child  was  the  pretended  Prince 
of  Wales,  born  June  thejcth  1688.  Some  re- 
port that  he  was  really  the  Son  of  the  Queen, 
others  that  he  was  born  of  a  Tylers  Wife, 
and  brought  into  the  Queen's  Bed-Chamber 
m  -a  Warming-Pan,  and  fliat  his  Mother^ 
prefently  after,  fled  to  Holland^  and  difcc- 
yer'd  the  whole  Intrigue,  and  will  come  over 
^khtheE  of  0,  to  Undeceive  the  Bubbled 

Nation, 
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Nation.    When  the  comes  to  England,  ^e 
fhall'feeher. 

Sept.  23.  1688.  It  has  been  reported  ever 
fince  the  Birth  of  the  P.  of  W.  that  the  Dutch 
have  been  making  great  Preparations  toAffift 
the  P.  of  0.  to  make  a  Defcent  upon  Eng- 
land and  that  they  are  now  upon  ourCoaft. 

24.  DTis  faid  the  Dutch  have  block'd-up 
feveral  of  our  Sea-Ports,  fo  that  none  of  our 
Ships  can  go  out  or  in :  That  they  have 
threefcore  Sail  of  Ships  in  Number,  and  that 
Ten  thoufand  Dutch-Men  are  Landed  with 
the  Pr.  of  Orange  at  the  Head  of  theni,  mak-* 
ing  towards  London,  It  is  alfd  reported, 
that  if  any  Refinance  is  made,  tiae  Ships 
with  the  remaining  Part  of  the  Army  are  to 
aflault  the  Sea-Port  Towns,  and  the  Prince 
is  to  maintain  the  Battle  by  Land  :  That  he 
p£ys  the  Soldiers  Quarters  very  juft,  where- 
ever  he  comes  •,  That  he  fights  no  Body,  but 
comes  peaceably  and  quietly  along  onwards 
to  London. 

26.  The  Prince  of  Orange  ferit  feveral 
Queries  to  the  King,  and  defir'd  his  Ma  je- 
lly's Refolution  of  them. 

1.  Whether  the  Child  calPd  the  Prince  of 
Wales  was  his  own  Son  ? 

2.  Whether  he  would  aflfift  the  French  or 
the  Dutch} 

3.  Whether  he  would  yield  to  the  Execu- 
tion of  the  Lord  Chancellour  Jijferies^  the 
Bifhop  of  Chefler^  Father  Peters ,  Sec.  if  they 
were  found  guilty  of  Treafonable  Pra&ices?* 

And 
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1  And  laftly,  Whether  it  was  not  Treacher 
rous  and  Bale  in  a  King,  to  invite  a  Foreign 
Nation  into  his  own  Land  ( a  Thing  very 
much,  and  with  good  Reafbn,  Difputed,  un- 
lefs  he  Invited  the  Dutch)  to  cut  the  Throats 
of  his  Proteftant  Subje&s,  who  would  not 
confent  to  his  taking  off  the  7>/,  and  Penal 
Z,aws> 

27.  'Tis  confidently  affirm  d  that  the 
Trench  had  a  Defign  to  have  Landed,  in  or- 
der to  Re-eftablifh  Popery,  but  that  the  Butch 
prevented  them  :  That  the  Dutch  have  had 
a  Skirmifh  with  the  Frencby  and  Suok  feven 
Men  of  War  •,  That  the  Dutch  are  Three- 
fcore  thoufand  ftrong,  and  have  Horfes, 
Armour,  and  all  Accoutrements  fit  for  a 
War. 

28.  The  Bifiops  came  and  proffer'd  their 
Service  to  his  Majefty,  and  told  him  they 
would  venture  their  Lives  aiid  Fortunes  for 
him  and  their  Church  $  but  one  of  them  took 
the  Liberty  to  tell  his  Majefty,  that  he  had 
brought  himfelf  into  a  fine  Premunire  by  the 
Advice  of  his  good  Council,  and  that  he 
would  allure  his  Majefty,  it  would  never  be 
better  with  him,  till  Jefferyes  and  Peters  were 
taken  out  of  the  way. 

29.  The  King  ordered  his  Captains  of 
Horfe  and  Foot,  to  add  ten  Men  to  every 
Company,  allowing  100  7.  to  each  Captain 
of  Horle,  and  50  /.  to  each  Captain  of  Foot, 
for  Railing  them  :  and  to  the  Horfe-Men  he 
gave  Twenty  pounds  a  Man  to  buy  theirs 
Horfes. 

This 
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This  day  'tis  reported  that  the  Biflhop  of 
Bath  and  VVells  is  made  Arch-bifhop  of  Can- 
terbury. 

Tis  faid  that  the  King,  being  perplex'd 
about  the  Council's  ill  Advice,  and  the  com- 
ing of  the  Dutch,  the  Queen  came  to  his 
Majefty,  and  Advis'd  him  to  behave  bimfelf 
like  a  Man  in  this  Calamity,  to  which  he  made 
no  Reply,  but  bid  God  Damn  her,  and  the 
reft  of  her  Gang,  for  'twas  by  them  he  was 
brought  nto  that  Trouble.  If  that's  Truth, 
let  any  one  tell  a  Lye  if  he  tan. 

They  lay  that  the  Bifhop  of  London,  who 
was  fbme  time  fince  Sufpended,  might  be  re- 
ftored  to  all  his  Places,  but  that  he  refufes  to 
be  Reftored. 

They  fay  the  Queen  goes  to  Portjmoitth 
on  Monday,  with  the  Pr.  of  Wales,  and  thence 
to  Rome,  in  Order  to  put  herfelf  into  a  Mo- 
naftery. 

The  Great  Lady  which  was  to  be  Fin'd  a 
thoufand  Pounds  for  faying,  that  the  Prince 
of  Wales  was  brought  into  the  Queen's  Bed- 
Chamber  in  a  Warming- Pan,  fled  to  Holland, 
with  the  Guard  that  was  fet  over  her,  and 
has  there  difcover'd  the  fame  to  the  Prince 
of  Orange.  If  the  Tyleis  Wife  had  gone  a- 
long  with  her,  they  would  have  made  two 
fubftantial  Evidences. 

The  Ambafladour  from  France,  having 
difcover'd  the  King's  Secrets  to  the  Dutch, 
upon  Examination  could  not  deny  it,  and 
was  therefore  fent  to  the  Tower. 

29,  Some 
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Some  fa£  the  Dutch  are  come  to  Claim 
the  Prince  of  Orange's  Right  to  the  Crown, 
others  that  their  Defign  is  not  to  Land,  un- 
lefs  the  IviJI)  and  Scotch  begin  to  Maflacre 
the  Protefiavts. 

When  the  King  caufed  his  Army  to  Beat- 
up  for  Voluntiers  to  fight  againft  the  Dutch, 
it  was  the  common  Saying  among  the  Mob, 
That  to  fight  againft  the  Dutch,  is  the  only 
way  to  advance  the  Papifts,  and  .  whoever 
went  againft  them  ought  to  be  ferv'd,  as 
Monmouth's  Men  were  in  the  Weft. 

They  fay  the  Seven  Bifhops  are  to  be  fent 
to  the  Dutch  Fleet,  to  Conclude  a  Peace  with 
them.  The  Yeomen  of  the  Guard,  ^re  to 
attend  the  King  on  Horfeback,  if  he  goes 
againft  the  Dutch  :  And  the  Queen  is  to  go 
to  the  Tower  for  Security,  with  a  Guard  of 
a  thoufand  Irifl), ,  to  keep  the  Tower  and  the 
Citizens  in  good  Order,  and  Obedience  to  his 
Majefty. 

30.  This -day  being  Sunday,  a  Scotch  Wo- 
man came  to  St.  Margarets,  Wejlmivfter.  She 
had  not  been  there  long,  but  fhe  cry'd  out, 
Whan,  Whars,  (meaning  Whores,  Whores!) 
Several  who  were  by,  thought  fhe  had  cry'd 
Wars,  Wars,  and  that  the  Papifts  v/Qre  com- 
ing to  Maffacre  them,  infomuch  that  fome 
cry'd  out  the  Papifts  are  coming  to  cut  our 
Throats,  others  fancied  they  faw  naked 
Swords  in  the  Church-yard,  others  that  they 
heard  the  Cannons  roaring,  and  all  in  gene- 
ral were  contriving  which  way  to  Efcape  ; 
till  at  laft,  fome,  who  had  more  Guts  in  their 
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Brains  than  others ,  UnriddFd  the  Mat£&^; 
that  it  was  only  a  Madwoman,  and  fb  ap- 
peas'd  the  Tumult. 

DTis  reported  that  feveral  Lords  are  fled 
to  Holland,  and  that  the  Company  of  Gold-.- 
fmiths  or  Merchants  have  fent  500  Ingots  of 
Silver  thither  for  Security.  Thence  never  to 
return^  &c. 

OBob.  ift,  1688.    'Tis  reported  the  King 
had  a  Letter  fent  to  him  by  Five  Bifhops5 
and  that  his  Majefty  being  out  of  the  way^ 
the  Queen  received  it,  aiid  read  it,  and  then 
tore  it  in  pieces  $  the  King  upon  his  Return 
demanded  the  Letter,   which  not  being  to 
be  had,  the  King  gave  her.  a  Kick  on  the 
Breech  (as  true,  as  that  Jupiter  kick'd  Vulcan 
out   of  Heaven)   and    Ihe    to  revenge  Jt 
flew  upon  him  and  Beat  him  handfomlyD 
(  excellent  Manners    for  a  Queen  j ) ,  and 
had   Strangled  him,   but  that  the  Guards 
came  in  to  his  Afliftance  y  whereupon  he  re- 
iplv'd  to  commit  the  Queen  to  the  Ufher  of: 
the  Black  Rod,  but  the  Ladies  of  Honour 
interpofing,  he  forgave  her..    3Twas  well  the 
Faction  which  raifed  this  Story  of  him,'   al- 
lowed him  to  havd  to  much  good  Nature  in 
him. 

id.  Tjs  .reported  that  the  King  of 
England  fent  the  Broad  Seal  of  England  to 
the  King  of  France,  with  a  Letter  to  intreat 
him  to  fencf  40000  Men.  to  his  jtffiftancej 
pr  omifing  with  thein*  and  his  Irifi  and  Scotch^ 
to  eft&blM  Popery  in  England :   The;  honeft 

t         mmm* 
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Ambaflador,  who  was  to  deliver  the  Letter 
and  Broad  Seal  to  the  King  of  France,  in- 
ftead  of  doing  his  Errant,  fent  them  to  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  who  remitted  them  to  the 
King  in  a  Packet  ^  which  when  he  faw  from 
his  Son  the  Prince  of  Orange,  he  clapp'd  his 
Hand  upon  his  Breaft,  and  faid,  lam  undone. 
The  Ambaflador  certainly  died  before  the 
Prince  of  Orange  accepted  the  Crown,  or 
doubtlefs  he  would  have  proved  every  Tittle 
of  this  to  be  true. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Queen  took  the 
Crown  Jewels  into  her  Cuftody,  and  had  in- 
ticed  the  King  to  let  her  go  to  Portjbwuth 
for  her  Security  ^  but  the  Matter  was  difco- 
vered,  and  the  Council  would  not  let  her  go. 

That  the  King  on  the  Difcovery  of  his 
fending  the  Broad  Seal  to  France,  would  fain 
have  gone  out  of  the  Kingdom  with  the 
Queen,  but  that  the  Council  told  them,  if 
they  did,  they  fhould  never  return  again: 
They  proved  afterwards  as  good  as  their 
words. 

That  the  Lord  Mayor,  with  the  Old  and 
New  Aldermen,  went  to  wait  on  the  King, 
&n&  offer  to  ferve  his  "Ma  jefty  both  with 
Eire  and  Eftate,  How  they  did,  it  is  weH 
fcown. 

3*?.  The  King,  upon  the  Lord  May- 
ors and  Aldermen's  Addrefs  to  him,  was 

is'4  to  reffore  their  Charter  to  them, 
which  they  had  forfeited  $  for  which  they 
cau(ed  the  Bolh  to,  be  Rung,  and   other   de- 
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monftrations  of  Joy  to  be  made :  But  fome 
report  that  the  Citizens  are  to  pay  200000  I 
and  to  raife  20000  Men  at  their  own  Charge 
for  the  purchafe  of  it. 

3Tis  reported  that  one  of  the  Seven  Bi- 
fhops,  and  feme  Lords,  are  gone  with  an 
Ambaflage  to  the  Prince  of  Orange. 

DTis  reported  that  1000c  Lijf)  are  coming 
into  this  Nation  to  eftabliih  Popery,  and  that 
the  Protectants  will  be  all  Maflacred  before 
a  Fortnight  is  at  an  end,  or  forced  to*T  ruc- 
kle to  the  Church  of  Rome. 

4.  3Tis  reported  that  the  Prince  of 
Wales  is  dead  or  the  Small  Pox^  and  that  his 
Majefty  fos  taken  away  the  Commiilions 
from  all  the  Officers  of  a  whole  Regiment 
of  Foot, 

5.  "Tis  reported  that  the  Queen  'would 
not  let  the  King  reft,  till  he  had  caufed  the 
Crowns  to  be  taken  off  from  the  Queen 
Dowager's  Coaches. 

6.  Tis  reported  that  the  Citizens  find- 
ing their  Charter  had  a  Claufe  in  it,  which 
impowered  the  King  to  remand  it,  upon 
fome  particular  Defaults  (which  they  call'd 
at  pleafnre)  very  civilly  fent  it  back  again, 
and  would  have  none,  unlefs  they  had  their 
old  one,  without  Reftraint  •,  and  that  upon 
this  the  Lord  Chancellor  went  in  the  King's 
Name  to  nominate  a  new  Lord  Mayor  •  he 
accordingly  Nominated  one,  but  the  Nomi- 
nee refufed  to  hold,  till  he  had  advifed  with 
Counfel :  His  Lordftiip  told  him  he  was  able 
to  give  him  Councel,  but  he  begg'd  his  Lord- 
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fhlps  Exeufe  :  Becaufe,  I  fuppofe,  he  though $ 
the  Advice  of  a  City  Attorney  to  be  better 
jthan  the  Council  of  him  who -  had  been  Re- 
corder of  the  City  (  and  confequently  knew 
the  Conftitutioji  of  the  City)  Lord  Chief 
Juftice  pf  England,  and  was  then  Lord  High 
Chancellor  of  it.

£he  C|iurph  of  England,  and  that  he  does  in

8,  Some  Apprentices,  as  the  Story  goes,  be- 
ing very  Zealous  for  the  Caufe  of  their  Reli- 
gion, laft  Sunday  Nail'd  up  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholicks in  the  Chappie  at  Lyme-Jljeet,  telling 
|f]cm  that  fince  they  had  their  Charter  a-r 
gain,  they  would  i}ot  fufFer  any  Roman  Ca- 
tholickiV  ox  Popifh  Chappels,  to  be  amongft 
Ihem^udfb  pluck'd  it  down  about  theirEars* 

9,  This 
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9.  This  day  they  report  that  one 
hundred  thoufand  IriJI^  are  landed  at  Port/* 
mouthy  in  order  to  drive  down  Liberty  and 
Property  ;  and  that  the  King  fhould  fay,  he 
would  grind  the  Jlereticks  as  fmall  as 
Powder. 

The  report  of  the  Irijh  being  landed,  fo 
Alarm'd  the  Citizens,  that  the^  rofe  in  Arms, 
and  declar'd,  that  fmce  the  IriJI)  were  land- 
ed, they  would  not  leave  a  Papift  in  the 
Nation. 

10.  'Tis  reported  that  the  Duke  of 
Newcajile  has  ynade  a  Difcovery  of  500,  fome 
fay  900  Horfes,  in  TorlJInre,  defign'd,  as  is 
fuppos'd,  for  the  Aid  of  the  Prince  of  0- 
range. 

1 1.  This  day  came  ftrange  News  from 
the  North,  that  the  900  Horfes  which  the 
puke  of  Newcajile  difcover'd  in  Tork/bire  were 
Metamorphosed  into  Nine  thoufand  Men, 
all  Arm'd  Cap-a-pee,  for  tiie  Service  of  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  as  foon  as  he  fhould  land. 

Others  fay  that  a  certain  Fellow  having 
bought  fixteen  Horfes,  and  hearing  that  Horfes 
went  off  at  a  good  rate  in  the  North, nd.  to  Tork- 
fiire  with  them^  and  as  he  pafs'd  thro5  aMarket 
Town,  he  cry'd  Oranges  and  Limons.  Another 
Fellow  being  very  Curious  and  Sufpicious  that 
they  were  for  the  Service  of  the  Prince  of  0- 
range,  caufed  them  to  be  ftopt,  and  fent  word 
to  the  King,  which  occafion'd  the  Rumour  of 
900  Horfes  being  taken.  For  1 6  by  viilgarMuI- 
tiplication  will  eafily  become  Sixty :  and  fixi- 
ty by  Arithmetical  Progreffion,  will  in  time 
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become  an  Hundred  ^  and  an  Hundred  muf 
tiplied  by  nine  will  make  the  Number  of 
Horfes  the  Report  is  of. 

On  Sunday  laft  Captain  Tow,  alias  the  Mob, 
difturb'd  the  Chappel  in  Lyme-flreet,  where- 
upon the  Prieft  went  to  the  Lord  Mayor, 
\Vho  advifed  him  to  fhut  up  the  Chappel, 
till  the  Rabble  was  appeas'd.  But  he  would 
not.  Next  day  the  Rabble  came  again,  and 
the  Prieft  fent  his  Footman  for  his  Lord- 
fhip  twice,  before  he  would  go.  When  his 
Lordihip  came,  the  Prieft  took  the  Liberty 
to  tell  him,  that  he  wonder'd  he  would  not 
come  when  he  firft  fent  his  Footman  for  him, 
arid  that  Jie  would  acquaint  the  King  with 
it.  To  which  his  Lordlhip  reply'd,  that  if 
the  Prophet's  Afs  had  fpoken  to  him,  he 
ihould  have  taken  it  as  a  Call,  but  as  for  his 
Footman,  he  would  acquaint  the  King  he 
had  nothing  to  do  with. 

1 2.  'Tis  affirmed  on  all  hands  that  the 
intended  Maflacre  will  be  either  on  Sun^ 
day  or  Monday  next. 

13.  Some  report  that  the  Lord  Dart- 
mouth has  fent  a  Letter  to  the  King,  to  In- 
form his  Majefty^  that  the  Seamen  will  not 
fight  the  Dutch.

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Rung  the  Bells,  and,  that  a  certain  Sexton, 
being  a  Proteftant,  would  not  let  them  into 
the  Church.

That  the  Dutch  are  Three  fcoreind  twelvQ 
thoufand  Strong. 

1 6.  'Tis  Reported,  That  the  King  goes  to 
morrow  to  Salijbmy  ^  That  Father  Peters  goes 
away  to  Night,  and  that  the  Pope's  Nuncio 
is  gone  already. 

That  three  Regiments  of  Foot  are  gone 
ovex  to  the  Prince. 

,  That  Six  hundred  Men  who  Delerted,  are 
return'd  again  to  their  Allegiance. 

That  Admiral  Herbert^  with  the  Lord 
Dartmouth^  have  Sunk  feveral  French  Ships 
which  were  coming  hither.  Taken  three,  and 
put  the  reft  to  Flight.  The  IriJI)  which 
were  at  Dover ',  taking  the  French  Fleet  for 
ihzDittcb?  (  becaufe  the  French  and  the  Dutch 
build  their  Ships  very  much  alike)  kept  them 
from  landing  there,  by  their  continual  Fire- 
ing.

That  the  Prince  has  feis'd  all  the  Militia. 

That  the  King  came  home  at  five  aClock, 
but  not  in  a  Horfe-Litter. 

That  the  Princefs  of  Denmark's  Women 
are  fent  to  the  Tower ,  upon  pretence  of  havr 
ing  Murder'd  her- 

That  the  Princefs  is  only  gone  afide  for 
Security,  and  has  carried  all  her  Jewels  a- 
way  with  her. 

That  the  Citizens,  upon  the  News  of  the 
Princefles  Departure ,  fhufc-up  their  Gates, 
and  would  not  let  Coaches,  or  Carts,  or  Men 
on  Horfeback  pafs  thro5  them. 

That  the  Pr.  of  Orange  fent  an  Exprefs  to

Tis  reported  that  a  Letter  was  fent 
to  a  Roman  Catholick  in  the  City,  from  one 
of  the  fame  Perfwalion,  to  advife  him  to  get 
out  of  it  ^  becaufe  they  were  refolved  to  Bat^ 
ter  it  down,  unlefs  they  would  condefcend 
to  the  King.

Which  the  King 
hearing,  faid,  I  find  I  have  a  Potent  Enemy,  a 
Rebellious,  Faffious  City,  to  deal  with,  and  fo 
difmifs'd  them. 

That  a  certain  Lord,  who  (hall  be  name- 
lefs,  being  one  of  the  Council,  made  this; 
Speech  to  his  Majefty.  Sir,  °Tis  a  Maxim  in 
our  Law,  that  the  King  can  do  no  wrong,  but  hh 
Minijlers  may,  and  calVd  to  an  Account  for  it 
too.  Now  in  this  Jun&ure  of  Affairs,  what 
mould  yon  have  us  do  to  appeafe  the  Nation, 
fince  the  People  have  been  fo  provoked  by  the  Pa- 
pifts  :  as  Things  fiand  now,  what  would  you  have 
zis  do  for  your  Majeftfs  Security  ?  When  yoim 
Majefty  was  at  Salisbury,  you  might  have  ha& 
fame  Remedy:  But  what  fay  the  People  now  ?

That  fome  Irijfanen  went  into  an  Hbufe  at 
Winifoi\  and  demanded  fome  Victuals,  Which 

Woman  of  the  Houfe  refilling  them,  one 
of  them  took  a  Spit  and  one  of  her  Children-, 
aad  iwore  he  would  roaft  it  immediately,  if 

would  not   comply   with  them.  Where- 
upon the  Woman  was  forced  to  do  it  to  feve 
E  Children. 

That 
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That  the  Inhabitants  of  Sottthwark  were  up 
In  Arms  laft  Night,  upon  their  Guard,  for 
fear  of  a  Maflacre,  which  was  then  fo  Con- 
fidently reported,  that  moft  Parts  of  the 
Kingdom  expedted  it  at  the  fame  time. 

6.  That  feveral  have  been  taken-up  for 
having  Fire-balls,  and  fent  to  Prifon. 

That  fome  people  fet  an  Houfe  on  Fire  in 
Southward  by  fcraping  fome  part  of  a  Fire- 
ball upon  a  Table,  and  made  their  Efcape.  ^ 

7.  They  fay  that  the  Duke  of  Grafton  is 
kilFd,  and  that  the  Pr.  of  Wales  is  dead,  tho' 
alive  and  well  at  St.  James's* 

That  a  Maflacre  is  to  be  on  Sunday  next, 
and  that  feveral  Towns  are  upon  their  Guard 
to  prevent  the  Mifchief. 

8.  That  a  Man  was  taken  in  Turtle-Jlreet 
with  Fire-balls  about  him,  and  fent  to  the 
Gate-Houfe. 

That  a  Man  was  feen  on  Henry  the  Seventh's 
Chappel  in  a  Red  Coat,  fuppos'd  to  have 
Fire-balls,  but  made  his  Efcape. 

That  the  King's  Army  and  the  Prince's 
have  had  a  Battle  at  Staynes,  and  that  the 
Prince's  cut  off  an  whole  Regiment,  except 
four  Men. 

That  Father  Peters  is  Taken,  in  a  large 
Canonical  Gown  and  Caflbck,  cut  out  of 
St.  Paul's  own  Cloak,  for  the  Romifli  Priefts 
to  Scamper  off  invifible.  But  it  would  not  do- 
That  the  Queen  is  gone  away  privately 
with  the  young  Prince. 

That  $0  of  the  Prince's  Men,  meeting 
with  the  Lord  Dunbartons  Regiment,  were  all

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flain,  except  five.  Which  the  P.  of  Orange 
hearing,  fent  fuch  a  Guard  of  Soldiers,  as 
cut  off  his  Men,  and  he  himfelf  hardly  e£ 
taped  with  Life. 

9.  This  day  'tis  reported  that  the  King 
went  away  with  a  Troop  of  Guards,  and 
was  met  by  the  Lord  Mayor,  but  would  not 
flay  to  fpeak  with  him. 

DTis  alfb  reported  that  1 3  Barrels  of  Gun- 
powder were  found  in  Mr.  Pact's  Cellar,  at 
the  Blue-Pops  in  the  Hay-Market,  fix  in  Or- 
chard-ftreet  in  Weftmmjler,  nine  in  Greek~ftreety 
and  in  feveral  other  places,  in  order  to  blow- 
up and  fet  feveral  Streets  on  Fire. 

Several  Barrels  of  Cyder  being  brought  to 
a  Cellar  in  the  Broad  SanBuary  in  Wejiminfter^ 
were  fuppos'd  to  be  Gun-powder,  and  a  Guard 
was  accordingly  fet  upon  them.  If  the  Centi- 
nels  had  known  at  firft  what  Gun-powder 
was  committed  to  their  Charge,  I  believe  they 
would  have  try'd  its  Force  a  little. 

10.  DTis  faid  that  the  King  went  away  this 
day,  and  that  a  Councel  of  War  is  calPd,  in 
order  to  difpofe  of  the  Arms,  and  to  declare 
for  the  Prince. 

'Tis  faid  the  Train'd  Bands  go  out  this 
day,  and  that  the  Houfe  of  the  Pope's  Nun- 
cio in  Petty-Trance  will  be  f earch'd. 

12  The  Lord  Chancellour  endeavouring 
to  make  his  Efcape  in  the  Habit  of  a  Servant, 
was  taken  at  ^ppiwg,bargaining  with  a  Ma- 
tter Collier  to  carry  him  to  Newcaftle.  He 
was  difcover'd  thus :  He  had  ftruck  a  Bar- 
gain with  the  Collier  for  his  PafTage,  and 

was 
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was  drinking  with  him  in  an  Alehoufe. 
When  the  Maid  of  the  Houfe  afk' d  the  Col- 
lier whether  he  knew  the  Man  he  had  Bar- 
gained with  ?  No,  reply 'd  he.  He  is,  faid  (he, 
the  Lord  Chancellour,  and  Til  fwear  it  before 
any  Juftice  of  Peace.  Upon  this  they  charged 
a  Conftable  with  him.  Who  with  a  Strong 
Guard  carry'd  him  before  die  Lord  Mayor, 
who  fwoon'd  upon  the  Sight  of  hfcl*  butreco* 
Vering  himfelf  a  little,  at  the  Defire  of  the 
Chancellour,  he  had  the  Courage  to  order  his 
Mittimus,  and  fent  him  to  the  Tower. 

13.  The   Town   now  rings  with  the  Re- 
port of  the  Pofl-Boy,  who  alledges  that  three 
clays  ago  he   faw  feveral  Irijhmen  upon  the 
Roads,  who  Robb'd  and  cut  the  Throats  of 
Men,  Women,  and   Children.     This  report 
nras  rais'd  in   the  Dead-time  of  the  Night, 
which  alarm'd  the  whole  City,  and  made 
them   all  ftand  upon  their  Guard,   feme  to 
heighten  the  Fear,  affirming  that  fix  Thou- 
lands  of  them   were  at  Hyde-Park  Cornere 
The    four  Companies  of  the    Train-bands 
which  were  upon  the  Guard  were  drawn  out 
to  engage  them.    The  Cannons  from  White- 
Hall,  and  a  Company  of  Horfe  were  planted 
in  the  way  to  meet  them,  and  hinder  their 
Approach  to  the  City-    At  laft  the  Formida- 
ble Enemy  come  up,  and  prov'd   to  be  no- 
thing elfe  but  600,  inftead  of  fix  Thoufands, 
poor,  difbanded,  un-arfli'd  Fellows,  who  had 
icarce  a  Knife  to  cut  their  Vi&uals,  and  were 
Begging  their  Way  into  their  own  Country, 
This  Alarm  was  fpread  over  all  England  at 
the  fame  time.

Others  will  have  it  that  the  King  is  at  Fe~ 
verftam,  fick,  that  he  Bleeds  very  much,  and 
that  fcveral  Phyflcians  are  gone  down  to  him$ 
that  the  Queen  and  Prince  are  arriv'd 
fafe  at  Dunkirk.

17.  Tis  reported,  perhaps  with  too  much 
Truth,  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  did  Com- 
mand ng  out  of, his  Lodgings  at  two 
aCi  Morning,  and   J  him 

he  Dutch  /Guards  riot  uiffefin^ 
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his  own  to  come  mar  him.    An  hard  Cafe  \ 
Was  it  not  ? 

1 8.  The  News  is  now  wholly  about  the 
King's  Leaving  his  Crown.  For  'tis  conclud- 
ed that  he  is  gone  to  France.  The  Cenfures 
of  People  are  very  various  at  this  time. 
Some  fay  one  thing,  fome  another.  The  Ge- 
nerality accnfe  him  of  Cowardice  for  Run- 
ning away.  But  with  what  Reafon  ?  Needs 
mujl^  Sec.  Befides  his  Army  had  Forfaken 
him,  like™ — — * 

19.  'Tis  faid  the  Citizens  are  much  trou- 
bled at  the  King's  being  fent  away,  and  that 
they  murmur  at  it  Grieroufly.  But,  for  my 
part,  I  have  not  Faith  to  believe  it. 

20.  'Tis  confirmed  that  the  Prince  did  fend 
the  King  away,  but  withal  told  his  Majefty, 
how  neceflary  if  would  be  for  him  to  with- 
draw out  of  Town.  No  doubt,  till  he  had 
Settled  what  he  came  for. 

24.  This  day  'tis  ftrongly  reported  by  the 
Roman  Catholich^  that  the  Lords  and  the 
Prince  of  Orange  don't  agree  $  becaufe  the 
Lords  are  for  Monarchy,  and  the  Prince  is 
for  a  Commonwealth. 

2).  This* day,  being  a  Day  very  fit  for 
fuch  a  purpofe,  the  Lords  in  Parliament  re- 
folved  to  make  a  Law,  to  Difannul  King 
Jameses  Reign,  as  if  he  had  never  reign'd.

30.  Some  fay  the  King  was  forc'd  to  make 
his  Efcape  out  of  a  Window  by  a  Rope,  and 
that  the  Rope  breaking,  he  received  a  great 
Fall  which  almoft  broke  his  Neck,  and  caus'd 
him  to  Bleed  mightily, 

31.  All  the  News  this  day  was,  that  the 
King  was  taken  again  at  Deal.  But  it  prov'd 
a  Lye  as  the  former. 

Jan.  1.  1688.  This  day  we  had  the  fol- 
lowing Account  of  a  Jefuit,  who  went  from 
England  to  Holland,  fome  time  before  the 
Prince  of  Orange  made  his  Defcent  into  Etig- 
land,  in  a  Dilguife,  pretending  himfelf  to 
have  belonged  to  fome  Nobleman,  whom  he 
left  upon  the  fcore  of  Religion.  The  Prince 
entertain'dhim  at  hisCourt.But  he  had  not  been 
there  above  fifteen  days,  before  a  Gentleman 

G  2  chance 
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chanced  to  come  to  Court  ,  who  knew  the 
Jefuit,  and  took  the  Liberty  to  afk  the  Prince 
how  he  came  to  admit  that  Man  into  his 
Court,  afluring  him  that  he  was  a  Jefuif, 
and  }har  he  himfelf  had  been  with  him  at 
St.  Owers.  And  to  convince  the  Prince  that 
he  was  certainly  the  Man,  he  told  him  he 
had  a  great  Cut  behind  his  right  Ear.  Upon 
this,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  next  time  the 
Jefuit  came,  the  Gentleman  fhould  falute 
him  by  the  Title  of  Father  •,  which  he  ac- 
cordingljT-  did.  But  the  Jefuit  deny'd  it,  and 
ivas  going  to  take  his  leave,  when  the  Gen- 
tleman pulling  him  by  the  Peruke,  it  ftrait- 
ways  fell  off,  and  difcover'd  the  Cut  in  his 
Ear.  The  Prince  feeing  this,  threatned  the 
good  Father  with  immediate  Death,  if  he 
would  not  Confefs  the  Occafion  of  his  Com- 
ing* :  The  Father  not  at  all  caring  to  go  to 
peaven  in  a  String,  told  him  there  was  a 
Defign  againft  Holland^  Ejigland,  Scotland  and 
J/eknd  ^  and  that  if  he  would  flop  the  Packet 
Boat,  which  was  juft  then  going  off,  he  might 
difcover  the  whole  Plot.  The  Boat  was  ac- 
cordingly fiopp'd,  and  feveral  Letters  found, 
tending  to  the  Defign  ^  and  the  Jefuit  him- 
felf, they  fay,  is  now  fent  over  to  Teftify 
the  fame  to  our  Parliament.  For  my  part, 
I  believe,  if  he  came  at  all,  he  came  a  A  Fro- 
gagavAam  FiAem^  but  'tis  certain  the  Design 
Was  never  laid  before  the  Parliament. 
■'  2,  DTis  now-  the  miiverfal  Cry  among  the 
Whigs,  That  King  James  was  not  our  lawful

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that  the  Prince  did  well  to  fend  him  away, 
or  elfe  they  would  have  ferv'd  him  as  they 
did  his  Father,  according  to  the  Laws  of  the 
Land. 

3.  Tis  laid,  That  as  fopn  as  the  Prince 
came  to  St.  Jame^s  he  fent  for  the  Duke  of 
Monmouth's  Eldeft  Son,  and  told  him,  if  the 
Parliament  found  that  the  Right  of  Sucef- 
lion  did  belong  to  him,  he  fhould  have  it. 

4.  3Tis  faid,  That  when  the  Prince  went 
to  Vifit  the  Queen  Dowager,  and  by  way  of 

•  Difcourfe,  afk'd  her  concerning  the  Prince  of 
Wales^  Ihe  anfwer'd  him,  That  (he  was  in 
the  Number  of  the  Deponents  indee  d,  but 
truly  as  fhe  was  the  Daughter,  Sifter,  Wife, 
and  Widdow  of  a  King,  fhe  would  never 
Swear  to  any  thing  fhe  knew  fo  Falfe,  and 
fo  great  a  Cheat  upon  the  Nation.

10.  The  Prince  finding  but  40000  /.  in  the 
Treafury,  the  City  agreed  to  lend  his  High- 
nels  icocooZ.  which  being  Rais'd  by  Sub- 
fcription,  amounted  to  150000  /.  A  great 
Argument  of  their  Generofity,  as  well  as 
Loyalty,  who  deny'd  K.  Charles  the  firft  even 
what  was  his  due,  and  would  fcarce  lend  his 
^uccefTor's  fo  many  Pence, 
'  12.  The  Scots  addrefs'd  the  P.  of  Orange^ 
that  he  would  be  gracioufly  pleas'd  to  take 
their  Government  upon  him.

16  His 
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1 6.  HisHighnefs  iflued  out  a  Declaration, 
promifing  the  Seamen  and  Mariners  their 
Pay  duly,  and  without  Deductions.  This 
Declaration  was  very  exaftly  performed,  or 
To  many  Seamen's  Wives  and  Children  had 
not  been  eipos*d  to  NecefTitjr,  as  were  in  the 
late  glorious  Reign. 

19.  The  Lord  Chancellour  Jejferies  being 
a  Prifoner  in  the  Tower ,  and  hearing  that  the 
Peers  had  addrefs'd  the  Pr.  of  Orange  to  take 
upon  him  the  Government  of  the  Kingdom:, 
began,  as  the  Report  goes,  to  recoiled  a 
Dream  he  had,  when  he  was  a  Boy  at  St: 
Paul's  School,  that  he  fhould  be  the  Second 
Man  in  the  Kingdom;  but  in  Conclufiori 
fhould  die  in  his  Shoes.  The  remembrance 
of  which,  fo  terrify'd  him,  that  he  never  was 
his  own  Man  afterwards. 

22.  This  day  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tem- 
poral, together  with  the  Commons  aflembled 
at  the  Parliament  Houfe,  where  they  firft 
voted  an  A  ddrefs  of  Thanks  to  the  P.  of  Orange y 
for  Adventuring  his  perfon  not  only  to  the 
Danger  of  the  Seas,  but  to  the  hazard  of  his 
Life  and  perfon  on  the  Land,  in  Defence  of 
the  ProteJIant  Religion,  and  that  he  would  be 
pleased  to  accept  the  Government  till  further 
Orders  from  the  Houfes.

23.  The  Lords  fat  about  the  Death  of  the 
Earl  of  EJfex,  which  they  fwept  about  till  it 
was  loft. 

28.  They  fay  the  Princefs  of  Orange  is 
Landed,  and  preparations  are  making  at 
White -Hall  for  her  Reception, 

That  the  King  fent  a  Packet  of  Letters  to 
the  Prince,  and  he  would  not  break  it  open, 
but  fent  them  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  and 
they  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons  5  and  they 
back  again  to  the  King,  un-open'd.  They 
were  afraid,  I  fuppofe,  his  Majefty  fhould 
tell  them  their  own. 

That  Father  Peters  and  two  more  Priefts 
were  taken  and  fent  to  Newgate.  But  Fa,- 
ther  Peters  was  wifer  than  to  be  caught  like 
a  Fool.

He  alfb  told  them 
they  might  fettle  the  Crown  upon  this  per- 
fbn  or  t'ther  perfon,  but  that  it  would  never 
thrive  till  it  was  plac'd  in  the  Rightful  Suc- 
ceffor.  That  the  Right  was  in  Monmouth^  and 
that  upon  the  Faith  of  a  Chriftian  he  gave 
his  Mother  in  Marriage  to  his  Brother  King 
Charles  the  Second.  He  declared  alfb  in  thofe 
Letters,  as   they  lay,  that  he  never  throve 
iince  he   perfwaded  his   Brother  to  declare 
the  Duke  of  Monmouth  Illegitimate,

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That  the  Proteftants  in  Ireland  haVe  entree! 
in"  i  an  Ailbciation,  and  refolve  to  follow 
l$ie  Glorious  Examine  of  the  Englijf)  in  what- 
fc  ever  they  do.  That  in  Cafe  the  Papifts  live 
peaceably,  they  will  not  difturb  them  :  but 
if  they  offer  td  Rife  (  or  be  but  reported  to 
defign  it )  they  will  not  leave  a  Papijl  in 
Ireland. 

Feb.  i.  i68f.  They  fay,  the  Lords  and 
Commons  do  not  agree,  and  that  a  Noble 
Lord  drew  his  Sword  in  the  Honfe,  upon 
which  the  Commons  rofe  in  a  Huff,  and 
would  not  fit  that  Day. 

3.  DTis  reported  that  one  of  the  Commons, 
making  a  Speech  to  the  Lords,  told  them  he 
knew  a  time  when  thofe  Gentlemen,  with- 
out Swords,  (meaning  the  Bilhops)  were 
voted  out  of  the  Houfe  as  ufelefs.  That  the 
Duke  of  Grafton  role  up,  and  faid,  Gentle- 
men, your  Meaning  is  very  plain  ^  they 
were  to  ^  but  what  followed  ?  Were  not  the 
reft  of  the  Lords  kick't  out  likewife  ?  To 
vote  the  Bifhops  ufelefs,  is  the  direct  way  to 
have  the  whole  Houfe  of  Peers  Co.  And  let 
me  tell  you,  fays  he,  clapping  his  Hand  on 
his  Sword,  As  long  as  I  wear  a  Sword^  it  Jliall 
he  to  Maintain  their  Right  againjl  all  Innovators. 
At  which  die  Commons  withdrew,  with  a 
Flea  in  their  Ears. 

4.  The  Lord  Lovelace^  having  (poke  fome- 
thing  difagreeable  to  the  Lords,  they  caufed 
him  to  beg  pardon  at  the  Bar  of  that  Houfe, 
Slid  afterwards  tunl'd  him  out  Upon  which,- 
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is  the  Report  goes,  he  rais'd  6  or  7  thoufanci 
Mob,  and  came  to  the  Houfe.  The  Mot? 
fwore,  if  he  was  not  admitted  to  Sit  again^ 
they  would  pall  the  Houfe  down.  Being  ad- 
mitted, fome  words  arofe  about  Depofing  the 
King  :  To  which  the  Lords  Spiritual,  and 
fbme  others,  did  not  agree.  Whereupon  the 
Lord  Lovelace  ftarted  up,  and  told  them,  if 
they  did*not  agree  within  two  or  three  days, 
and  Crown  the  P.  of  Orange,  he  would  bring 
50000  Men  to  the  Houfe,  who  ihould  make 
them  do  it.  To  which  the  D.  of  Grafton,  ho- 
nourably reply "d,  he  would  meet  him  with 
the  Army,  and  decide  the  Matter. 

5.  The  Biihops  are  very  much  blaiTul  by 
the  contrary  Party,  and  a  certain  Lord  faid, 
he  did  not  care  if  he  was  bound  to  eat  a 
Ralher  out  of  one  of  their  Buttocks,  fo  they 
might  be  put  out  of  the  Houfe.

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That  the  King  is  arrived  fafely  in  France, 
and  that  the  Queen  continues  ftill  to  beat 
and  abufe  him  ^  that  ihe  calls  him  Coward, 
and  fays  if  he  durll:  to  hive  fought,  they  had 
not  been  driven  out  of  their  Kingdoms. 

9.  DTis  reported,  that  when  the  Conven- 
tion was  in  a  Difpute,  whether  K.  James  had 
Abdicated  his  Kingdoms  or  not,  fome  were 
of  Opinion  that  he  had  not,  but  was  forc'd 

out  of  'em.    Upon  which   Mr.  Wh ton 

flood  up  and  faid,  it  was  not  then  a  Time  to 
difputeof  it-,  That  he  and  fome  others  had 
drove  him  out,  and  by  God's  Affiflance  would 
keep  him  out.  Upon  which  Sir  R.  N —  er 
role  up,  and  faid,  He  could  not  fay  that  he 
drove  K.  James  out,  but  face  he  was  out,  he 
ivoidd  with  God's  Grace  do  his  honejl  Endeavour 
to  keep  him  out. 

10.  'Tis  reported,  that,  while  the  Conven- 
tion fat  about  Settling  the  Crown,  the  Prince 
of  Orange,  having  his  fet  Days  for  Company 
and  Diverfton,  v/as  drinking  with  feveral  of 
the  Lords  and  Commoners,  and  being  very 
merry,  he  afk'd  Old  Hambden  what  News, 
and  how  the  Commons  flood  affected  ?  Says 
Hambden,  A  great  many  are  for  King  James, 
a  great  many  for  a  Commonwealth,  and  but  few 
for  your  Highnejs.  Say  you  fo,  reply'd  the  Pr. 
of  Orange,  drawing  his  Sword,  but  fo  long 
as  I  can  weili  this,  Ptt  make  the  Commonwealths 
Men  for  fane  King  or  other.  Which  ftruck 
Hambden  into  fuch  a  Fit  of  Melancholy,  that 
lie  rudely  went  away  without  taking  his 
Leave. 

13.  This 
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14.  This  day  the  Prince  and  Princefs  of 
Orange  were  proclaimed  King  and  Queen  of, 
Cfc.  Tho5  the  Prince  had  modeftly  refufed 
the  Crown  out  of  Duty,  while  his  Father 
was  alive  ^  yet  the  Intereft  of  old  England \ 
which  was  enough  to  Superfede  all  other 
Engagements,  induced  him  to  accept  it.  Oh 
the  Extravagant  Love  of  that  Prince  to  us ! 
.  3Tis  reported  that  when  the  Prince  of  0- 
range  had  accepted  the  Crown,  and  was  pro- 
claim^! King,  feveral  People  were  very  much 
furpriz'd  at  it  ^  but  efpecially  Mr.  Fer  — fan, 
infomuch,  that  he  faid,  there  was  no  Truft 
to  be  given  to  what  Kings  and  Princes  do 
fay  ^  for  he  (meaning  the  Pr.  of  Orange)  pro- 
mifed,  when  he  was  in  Holland,  that  he  would 
only  be  Protedtor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
not  King.  But  people  fometimes  fay  one 
thing  when  they  mean 'another. 

1 6.  They  fay  that  the  Parliament  granted 
this  day  to  his  now  become  Majefty  600000?. 
under  pretence  of  repaying  the  Dutch  the 
Great  Sum  they  laid  out  for  the  fitting  of  the 
Fleet  which  brought  him  into  England,  but 
if  we  can  believe  fame  Men  ( who  pre- 
tend to  know  fomething  )  he  himfelf  is 
to  have  four  hundred  thoufands  of  the  Six. 
They  granted  him  moreover  600000 1  to  be- 
gin the  Reduction  of  Ireland. 

20.  The  Accounts  we  have  from  the  Coun- 
try tell  us,  that  the  Dutch  Soldiers  are  grown 
fo  damnably  Proud  and  Infolent  upon  the 
Promotion  of  the  Prince  of  Orange  to  the 
Crown  of  England,  that  they  begin  already 
H  2  to 
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•toinfult  our  Natives.  They  are  grown  fo 
Lawlefs,  that  they  do  e5en  what  they  pleafe. 
They  take  what  they  will,  and  they  pay 
what,  and  when  they  will,  with  Oaths, 
and  Blows  into  the  Bargain.  A  certain  Man 
being  fet  upon  by  fome  of  thofe  Hogan  Mo- 
gems,  his  Wife  ran  in  to  his  Affiftance,  where- 
upon fome  others  who  flood  by,  out  of  Re- 
venge drew  their  Swords  and  kill'd  one  of 
their  Children  as  it    lay  in  the   Craddle. 

JNatw  am  exyellas  fnca  licet  vfqtte  recurret. 
life  the  Dutch  as  you  will,  they  cannot  but 
be  Merciful.    A\nhopia  for  that. 

'Tis  reported  that  fome  private  Letters 
from  France  fayv  that  King-  hath  given  K 
James  a  Chappel  at  Marli^  for  the  Uie  of  the 
Proteftaitts^  and  that  the  Bifliop  of  Cheftef^ 
and  two  other  Divines  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
lani^  daily  perform  Worfhip  therein,  with 
all  the  Ceremonies  and  Rights  belonging  to 
that  Church. 

21.  A  perfon  arriv'd  this  Week  from  Ire- 
land^ who  belonged   to  the  Ordnance  under 
Tyrconnel,  who   faith,  that*  Tyrcomwls  Forces 
are  not  fo  Confiderable  as  it  was  generally 
reported  ;  and  that  the  people  were  tir  d  out 
with   waiting   ibr   Succours   from   England. 
That    15:00©  Horfe  and  Foot  compleat,  are 
in  the  North  of  that  Kingdom,  ready  to  joyn 
the  EngliJIi  upon  their  Arrival. 
■   27.  The  whole  Difcourfe  at  this  time  is  a- 
bout  the   Earl  of   Ejfexs   Ghoft.    A  Story 
tfais'd  by  fome  who  would  prove  (bmething  if 
they  cpuld.     They  fay  this  terrible  Appari-

tion  appeared  to  the  Lord  Chancellour  In  the, 
Tower,  with  the  Throat  cut,  and  bleeding  a- 
frefh,  and  utter'd  theie  words  :  Wretch  !  Re- 
member Effex,  remember  Ejjex.  This  terrible 
Speftre  put  the  Lord  Chancellour  into  fiich 
an  AgoiTj%  that  he  confefs'd  more  hands 
than  one  were  imploy'd  to  fign  that  Lord's 
Pafs  into  the  other  World.  Meaning,  as  the 
World  will  have  it,  K.  Charles  the  Second 
and  the  Duke  of  Tork. 

28.  King  TK  made  a  Speech  in  the  Par- 
liament Houfe,  that  day  being  the  firfl:  in 
which  he  appeared  as  K.  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords. 

Mar.  1.  I63J.  'Tis  reported  that  Admiral 
Herbert  being  fent  by  K.  W.  with  30  Men  of 
War  to  Cruife  on  the  hijh  Coafts,  and  hin- 
der the  French  from  Landing,  took  a  French 
Ship  bound  for  Ireland,  and  laden  with  new- 
fafhion'd  Knives,  to  Maflacre  the  Prote- 
ftants  there  ^  but  the  French  Ship  unhappily 
fprung  a-leak,  and  fank  to  the  bottom  with 
all  thofe  Bloody  Inftruments  -,  fo  that  we  ne- 
ver could  have  the  fatisfa&icn  of  feeing  them 
in  England.

Death,  with  the  following  Particulars  5  which 
fome  People  are  ready  to  Swear  to,  becaufib

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they  wifh  it  •,  That  King  James  Sicken'd  a- 
bout  Ten  days  fince,  and  being  upon  his 
Peath-Bed,  he  fent  for  the  K.  of  Trance,  and 
thank'd  him  for  his  Kindnefs  to  him,  but 
told  him  that  he  had  been  mifled  the  great- 
eft  part  of  his  Life,  by  hearkning  to  the  So- 
phiftry  and  111  Councel  of  the  accurfed  Je- 
fiiits  ^  that  by  their  Advice  he  had  cauled 
the  Earl  of  EJfex  and  his  own  Brother  King 
Charles  the  2d  to  be  MurtherM,  and  defign'd 
the  Ruin  of  all  his  Proteftant*  Subje&s,  but 
that  the  P.  of  0.  came  timely  in  to  their  Re- 
lief *  That  by  the  Inftigation  of  the  Queen 
and  Father  Peters,  he  had  impofed  a  pretend- 
ed Prince  of  Wales  upon  the  Nation,  for  that 
the  Child  called  by  that  Title,  was  neither 
the  Queens  nor  his  Son  by  any  other  Wo- 
man ;  That  he  faid  he  could  not  Die  quietly 
before  he  had  difcovered  the  Impoftor  to  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty.

that  Summer  in  which  he  was  at  the  Bath 
with  the  Queen  $  R.  C.  feeing  Peters  herding 
among  thofe  Cattle,  had  him  feized  in  the 
Meeting-houfe,  to  the  great  Surprize  both  of 
Peters  and  the  reft  of  the  Congregation  ^  Pe- 
ters had  Impudence  enough  to  deny  that  he 
was  the  Perfon,  but  that  would  not  avail  $ 
fo  he  was  fent  to  Prifon,  and  he  is  eipedted 
iiiddainly  in  Town.

10.  'Tis  reported  that  the  King  of  France 
is  very  familiar  with  the  Queen  of  England, 
that  he  KifTes  her  in  private,  and  has  banifh'd 
Father  Peters  out  of  France  for  that  purpofe5 
thoD  they  pretend  that  he  is  put  out  from 
thence  for  Evil  Councel :  If  this  is  true,  and 
that  there  is  no  P.  of  If.  as  yet,  we  may  exv 
pe£t  one  now  from  the  Blood  Royal  of 
France. 

ii.  DTis  now  affirmed  that  King.  James  is 
run  Mad,  and  clofe  confined.  If  he  is  not, 
he  has  gone  thro0  enough  to  make  him  fb. 

14.  They  fay  that  King  James  fent  a  Let* 
ter  to  the  Convention  of  Scotland,  which 
they  read,  and  were  fo  difpleafed  with,  that 
they  committed  the  Gentleman  who  brought 
it,  to  the  Cuftody  of  a  Serjeant  at  Arms. 
When  Fortune  frowns  upon  any  Prince  or 
Potentate,  every  one  is  willing  to  lend  a 
hand  to  pull  him  down. 

This 
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Tills  day  K.  James  arrived  at  Kingfah  in 
Ireland. 

17.  'Tis  reported  that  the  Parliament  has 
prefented  K.  W*.  with  420000  I 

That  the  Convention  of  Scotland  have  ap- 
proved what  the  Nobility  &nd  Gentry  of  Eng- 
land have  done,in  praying  K.W.  to  accept  the 
Government  of  their  Kingdom  $  and  have 
ordered  Arms  and  Ammunition  to  be  fent 
forthwith  into  Ireland  for  the  Aififtance  of 
the  PrOteftants  of  that  Kingdom. 

18.  They  fay  that  Collonel  Wolfeley  has 
writ  a  Letter  to  D.  Schqmberg  from  Beltwbat 
m  Ireland^  giving  an  Account  that  he  fent 
out  a  Party  the  Night   before,    under  the 
Command  of  Lieutenant  Collonel  Echlin^  to 
beat  up  the  Enemies  Quarters  at  Cavan  ^  and 
at  the  fame  time  gave  orders  for  attacking

24.  3Tis  reported  that  the  Condition  of 
the  Proteftants  in  Ireland  is  very  deplorable. 
That  they  are  plundered  of  all  they  have, 
Stript,  and  left  Naked  in  the  Fields-  that 
there  has  been  an  Engagement  in  the  Nortli 
of  Ireland,  in  which  6000  IriJI),  and  400O 
Troteftants  were  kilFd. 

2$.  3Tis  reported  that  the  Forces  fent  by 
K.  William  into  Scotland,  under  the  Com- 
mand of  Major  General  Mackay,  are  arriv'4 
at  Edinburgh  5  and  that  the  States  ci  Scotland 
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have  given  him  a  Commiffion  in  their  owh 
Name,  to  be  Comminder  in  Chief  of  their 
Forces  ^  and  to  let  the  World  know  what 
they  would  be  at  (if  they  could)  they  order- 
ed the  Magiftrates  of  Edinburgh  to  take  an 
Oath  of  Fidelity  to  the  Convention.

4.  'Tis  reported  that  the  Lord  Jefferies, 
late  Lord  Chancellour,  being  fick  in  the 
Tower  of  London,  began  to  have  fome  dread- 
ful Apprehenfions  of  a  future  State,  which 
brought  him  to  a  Confeffion.  That  he  looPd 
upon  himfelf,  as  defervedly  the  Hatred  and 
Scorn  of  the  whole  Kingdom.  That  he  had 
loft  his  Credit  and  Reputation  by  the  Gene- 
ral Attack  he  gave  the  Charter  of  London 
by  the  £jhio  Warranto  Project. :  for  which  he 
was  very  forry,  and  begg'd  Pardon  of  the 
City  and  Nation.  That,  to  his  great  Affli- 
ction, he  had  fhed  a  great  deal  of  Innocent 
Blood  in  the  Weft,  and  triumphed  in  his 
Cruelty.

Speake  defied  3  days 
toConfider  of.it,  but  returned  his  Anfwer 
in  twenty  four  Hours,  that  he  would  under- 
take it,  provided  his  Majefty  would  give 
him  his  own  way.  The  King  was  at  firft 
fomewhat  Siirpriz'd  at  his  Motion,  but  at 
laft  yielded  to  it.  Whereupon  Speake  defir'd 
his  Majefty  to  let  hirp  have  two  PafTes, 
one  Sign  d  by  Himfelf,  and  the  other  by  the  L. 
Feverfiam,  then  General  of  his  Army,  with 
thefe  Words  ^  Let  the  Bearer  hereof  Pafs  and 
Repafs.  Which  was  done,  and  he  (Speake) 
had  his  Fine  remitted  to  him,  Two  hundred 
Pounds  put  in  his  Pocket,  and  a  good  Horfe 
under  him.  Befides  Bills  for  what  he  would. 
Being  thus  prepared,  he  fet  put,  when  com- 
ing to  the  King's  Camp,  he  (hew'd  the  Lord 
Feverjlains  Pafi,  by  which  he  pafs'd  un- 
molefted  to  the  Prince's  Camp.  Speake  being 
thus  got  to  the  Prince  at  Exeter,  was  intro1 
duc'd  to  his  Highnefs  by  a  Great  Favourite 
( if  I  miftake  not,  his  Name  was  Talmptfi,  or 
fbmething  like  it  )  and  told  him  the  Errant 
toe  was  fent  about,  viz,  To  be  a  Spy,  fhew- 
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ing  him  the  Pafs  Sigr^d  by  the  King's  hand, 
and  giving  him  the  Account  I  have  already 
mentioned.  The  Prince  having  got  this  Pals 
into  his  Cuftody,  as  Speaks  declared,  and 
Fame  reports  from  his  Mouth,  made  his  Ad- 
vantage of  it,  to  the  full  Difcovery  of  the 
King's  Strength  and  Defigns  :  For  by  Ver- 
tue  of  the  King's  Pafs,  any  of  the  Prince  of 
Orange's  Officers  had  free  Paflage  to  and 
from  the  King's  Army •,  tho°  Speake  at  the 
lame  time  kept  a  conftant  Correfpondence 
with  the  King,  and  fenjt  him  an  Account  of 
the  Prince's  Army,  according  to  his  Pro- 
mile,  but  always  made  it  three  times  larger 
than  it  was. 
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
